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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/15/07 has 
been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/15/07 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 12/15/06. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 28 is allowed. 

4. Since allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant is encouraged to 
submit formal drawings in response to this Office Action.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. None of the 
prior art of record either individually or in combination teach the following: 

- identifying an 1 1 -digit zip code to perform a second search in the payee record 
for a matching payee based on the identified 1 1 -digit zip code, and directing payment 
thereto if no match is found after searching a payee database upon receipt of a 
payment instruction. 

The present invention discloses a method for payment remittance processing, 
where a database having a plurality of payee records associated with a plurality of 
payees is established. The allowable feature of identifying an 1 1 -digit zip code to 
perform a second search in the payee record for a matching payee based on the 
identified 1 1 -digit zip code and directing payment thereto if no match is found after 
searching a payee database upon receipt of a payment instruction is not disclosed by 
any prior art reference. The closest prior art, Haimowitz et al (US 5,819,291 ) shows a 
system for normalizing and validating new customer records, where the new records are 
matched to existing records in a database. Th6 next closest prior art, Landry (US 
5,649,1 17) discloses a bill processing and payment system, which automatically tracks, 
pays and reports bills, where bill records are generated from payor/payee information. 
Newly cited art, Harvey et al (US 6,026,385) discloses a post production print 
processing application, which integrates a number of functions relating to postage 
processing, where a print image of the indicia is generated, and merged into the print 
image of the document, and may perform other manipulations of the print images, such 
as correct addresses and add zip codes, etc. With address correction in Harvey, if a 
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record does not match, the original address will be replaced by a modified address, 
which includes an 1 1 -digit zip code. However, Haimowitz et al, Landry, and Harvey et 
al all fail to disclose the feature of identifying an 1 1 -digit zip code to perform a second 
search in the payee record for a matching payee based on the identified 1 1 -digit zip 
code and directing payment thereto if no match is found after searching a payee 
database upon receipt of a payment instruction. This distinct feature has been added to 
independent claim 28, and renders it allowable.
